come to vtter ruine. FOR Remeid whercof the ſaids LORDS according to th power given to them by his MajzsT1z and his molt 
Noble Progenitors to ſet doune orders for adminiſtration of Juſtice, meaning to fp and praftize the good and comendabie Lawes Ci- 


vile and Canone, made againſt fraudfull alienations in prejudice of credifors, and gainſt the Authors and part-takers of ſuch Fraude. 
STATUTS Ordcins and Declares, That in all actions and cauſcs dependil or to bee intented by any trew Creditor for recoverie 
of his juſt debt or ſatisfaction of his lawfull action and right: They will decreet Id decerne all alicnations, diſpoſitions, aſſignations, and 
tranſlations whatſomeuer, made by the Debtor of __ cf his lands teynds teverſic | "x debts or goods whatſomeuer, to any conjun& 
or confident perſon without trew juſt and neceſſar cauſes, 20 witiout anc jult pryditeailic payea'rne 1ame being done — 4 the contracting 
of lawfull debts from trew creditors : To haue beine from the beginning, Ando in all tyme comming Null and of none awaill, force 
nor effect; At the inſtance of the trew and juſt Creditor, by way of action, exceptin, or reply ; without forder Declarator. And incaſe any 
of his MajnsT 18 good Subjefts(no wayes part-takers of the ſaids Fraudes,) "at be purchiaſſed any of the ſaid Banck-rupts lands, 
er goods, by trew Bargaines for juſt and competent pryces, or in ſatisfaQtion of thiy Lawhull Debts, from the interpoſed perſons truſted by 


the ſaids Dyvours. In that caſe the right lawfullic acquyred by him who is no we part-taker of the Fraude, ſhall not bee anulled in ma- 
net foreſaid. But the receavet of the pryce of the (aids lands goods and others frq; 348 Buyer, ſhall bee holden an; obliſhed to make the 


ſame foorth-comming to the behogye of rhe Banck-rupts trew Creditors, in paymge of their lawfull Debts. And it bee ſufficient pr 


bation of the Fraudc intended againſt the Cre dirots, it the y or any of them ſhall bee able to verifie by writte or by oath of the partie recea- 
ver of any Sccuritic from the Dyvour ot Banck-rupr, that the ſame was made with& any trew juſt and neceſſare cauſe, or without any trew 


und competent fryce; Or that the lands and goods of the Dyvour and Banck-rupbeing ſauld by him who boght them from the ſaid 


your, il w or the moſt part of the pryce thereof was converted or to bee coife ed to the Banck-rupts profite and vſe. Pro 8 
waya that ſo n uch of the (aids lands and goods or pryces thereof ſo trulted by Bafk-ruptsto interpoſed perſons as hath beine reallie payed 
* aſſigned by hem to any of the Banck-rupts lawfull Creditors ſhall bee allowed them, they making the reſt foorth-command to the te- 
© manent Creditors who wants their dew payments. And if in tyme coming any of the ſaids Dyyours or their i interpoſed part-takers of their 
Fraud, ſhall make any voluntare payment or right to any perſon in defraud of ihe w full and more tymelie diligence of ane other Credi- 
tor, having ſerved Inhibition, or vſcd Horning, Arreſtment, Compryſing, or other layfull meane dewlie to affect the Dyvours lands or goods 

or pryce thereof to his behoove: In that caſe the ſaid Dyvour or interpoſed perſon, ſhall bee holden to make the ſame foorth-commang to 


the Creditor, having vſed his firſt lawfull diligence, who ſhall lyke wayes be prefernq to the Con-creditorwho being poſterior to him in di- 
igence, bath ebtcined payment by partiall favour of the debtor, or of his interpolgj confident : And ſhall haue good action to recover fr 


hg faid Creditor that which was voluntarlie payed in defraud of the perſchuers diligence. Finalie the LORDS declares all ſuch Bancke- 
and Dyvours and all interpoſed perſons, for covering or exccuting their Frafes, and all others who ſhall giue counſell, and wilfull 
o7he (aids Bunck-rupts, In the devyſing and ptsctiring of their ſaids Fa afl godlelſe deceipts, to the prejudice of t+ ir trew
